Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1958. 

The  statistics  included  show  that  the  year  was  a  good  one  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants. 

The  position  with  regard  to  communicable  diseases  was  good  and  the 
incidence  low.  For  three  years  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been 
notified  and  the  immunity  index,  particularly  among  school  children,  must 
be  high  with  a  percentage  of  90  per  cent  children  immunised  against  the 
disease.  I  should  like  to  see  a  higher  percentage  of  children  protected 
against  diphtheria  among  the  under  fives,  in  which  group  the  immunity 
index  is  43.4. 

Practically  one  third  of  all  children  under  school  leaving  age  have  had 
a  course  of  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  and  no  case  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

The  rehousing  of  families  from  unfit  property  and  of  overcrowded 
lodger  families  should  remain  the  primary  objective  in  securing  better 
living  conditions  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  borough.  The  gradual  declara¬ 
tion  of  “Smoke  Control”  Areas  until  the  whole  borough  is  covered  by 
these  is  a  collateral  aim. 

I  am  very  grateful  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Com¬ 
mittees  for  their  encouragement  in  the  work  of  the  department,  to  the 
general  practitioners  for  their  co-operation  in  so  many  ways  and  to  the 
staff  for  their  loyal  assistance  at  all  times.

I  noted  that  the  number  of  infant  deaths  in  !957  was  depressing  and 
was  much  higher  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  Admittedly 
the  rate  for  a  borough  the  size  of  Tipton  may  not  have  great  statistical 
significance  since  the  numbers  are  small. 

However,  for  1958  the  rate  is  comparable  with  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole.  The  number  of  deaths  for  1958  is  15  compared  with  24  for  1957. 

In  my  analysis  of  infant  deaths,  it  will  again  be  noted  that  ten  out 
of  the  15  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  in  fact  all  these 
ten  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life  and  were  due  to  non- 
infective  conditions,  congenital  malformations  and  unknown  causes,  such 
as  prematurity. 

In  no  case  was  the  death  of  an  infant  due  to  an  infective  condition. 

Congenital  malformations  were  again  responsible  for  most  of  the 
infant  deaths  (8).  The  two  accidental  deaths  both  occurred  in  children  of 
three  months  of  age,  in  one  case  the  child  was  accidentally  suffocated 
whilst  sleeping  with  parents,  and  the  other  in  a  cot. 

The  deaths  of  children  soon  after  birth  have  to  be  considered  also  in 
conjunction  with  stillbirths,  since  frequently  the  causes  may  be  similar 
and  the  difference  merely  one  of  the  time  of  death.  The  rate  of  infant 
deaths  under  one  week  of  age  and  stillbirths  calculated  in  reference  to  the 
total  of  live  and  stillbirths  gives  us  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  and  this 
for  the  borough  for  1958  is  34.43  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  a  con¬ 
siderable  improvement  on  last  year’s  rate  of  50  per  1,000.

The  figures  in  Tables  7  indicate  that  heart  disease  is  still  the  principal 
cause  of  death.  The  numbers  dying  from  this  cause  are  slowly  increasing 
over  the  years. 

Tuberculosis  is  steadily  diminishing  as  a  cause  of  death  and  only  five 
deaths  were  attributable  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  1958. 

Cancer  is  still  second  of  the  principal  causes  of  death.  The  following 
table  shows  among  other  things  the  marked  prevalence  of  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus  among  males  (17)  compared  with  females  (I)  and  that 
this  predominance  occurs  after  middle  age.

The  foregoing  tables  (10,  I  !  and  12)  show  that  in  1958  measles  and 
whooping  cough  were  negligible  infections,  only  15  cases  of  measles  and 
three  of  whooping  cough  having  been  notified.  There  was  no  poliomyelitis. 
Dysentery  was  somewhat  more  prevalent. 

This  is  the  third  year  in  succession  in  which  no  case  of  diphtheria  has 
been  notified. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  who  have  received 
a  primary  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year  and  also  those 
who  have  had  a  secondary  reinforcing  injection. 
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Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 


During  the  year  1958  much  time  of  vaccination  teams  was  spent  on 
the  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  of  school  children,  and  as  a  result, 
little  time  could  be  spent  by  such  teams  on  measures  to  prevent  diphtheria, 
although  general  practitioners  carried  on  the  good  work  and  pre-school 
children  were  also  immunised  at  the  various  child  welfare  centres. 

The  total  number  of  children  given  injections  against  diphtheria  during 
the  year  was  732. 

The  estimated  number  of  children  of  school  age  at  31st  December, 
1958,  is  7,638,  and,  up  to  this  date,  6,861  of  these  had  been  immunised 
against  diphtheria.  This  gives  a  percentage  of  protected  children  of  90 
per  cent  which  corresponds  with  last  year’s  figure. 

The  estimated  number  of  children  in  the  borough  who  were  under 
school  age  at  31st  December,  1958  is  3,249  and  this  number  includes  all 
children  born  up  to  the  last  day  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  those  who  had  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  was 
1,407,  a  percentage  of  43.4. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  continually  doing  their  best  to  ensure  that  the 
facts  regarding  immunisation  are  fully  understood  by  parents. 

Taking  both  school  and  pre-school  children  together  the  percentage 
of  protected  children  in  the  Borough  is  75.9  per  cent.

The  campaign  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against  poliomyelitis 
continued  during  1958  and  it  was  possible  to  include  some  older  children 
as  slightly  increased  amounts  of  vaccine  became  available. 

830  children  had  been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  up  to  the  end 
of  1957  and  the  number  has  now  risen  to  3,497  at  the  end  of  1958.  This 
number  is  made  up  of  2,863  school  children  and  634  children  under  5  years 
of  age  and  is  32. 1  per  cent  of  all  children  up  to  15  years  of  age.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  Register  at  31st 
December,  1958,  was  630  pulmonary  and  157  non-pulmonary. 
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Tilt:  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  in  the  borough  during 
the  year  was  40,  35  of  these  being  pulmonary  cases.  This  is  considerably 
less  than  the  figure  for  last  year  (74)  which  was  increased  by  the  outbreak 
which  occurred  on  the  caravan  site  in  Hall  Lane. 

Although  the  heavier  incidence  of  tuberculosis  formerly  affected  those 
over  school  age,  there  is  in  the  last  few  years  a  tendency  for  more  children 
to  be  discovered.  In  the  present  year  10  children  under  the  school  leaving 
age  were  notified. 

Several  instances  have  been  met  with  in  which  the  disease  in  children 
seems  to  have  arisen  by  infection  from  a  grandparent  living  in  the  same 
house  or  with  whom  the  child  was  frequently  left.  In  a  few  cases  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  history  of  the  grandparent  revealed  former  exposure  to  a 
domestic  case.  The  old  person  was  said  to  have  chronic  bronchitis  and  had 
never  been  X-rayed. 

The  danger  of  course  lies  in  the  apparent  mildness  of  the  infection  and, 
in  overcrowded  conditions  in  a  household  where  three  generations  may 
be  living  in  dose  domestic  contact,  children  and  young  adults  may  be  at 
considerable  risk. 

It  is  difficult  in  some  cases  to  persuade  the  elderly  person  of  the  need 
for  an  X-ray  of  the  chest,  but  painstaking  efforts  by  the  staff  are  generally 
ultimately  rewarded.

MISCELLANEOUS 
Persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 

Action  had  to  be  taken  in  one  instance  only  during  the  year  for  the 
compulsory  removal  of  a  man  living  by  himself  who  was  in  need  of  care 
and  attention.  He  was  removed  to  Burton  Road  Hospital  on  an  emergency 
order  given  by  a  magistrate  under  the  National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and 
1951. 

Generally  speaking,  such  persons  as  the  above  can  be  persuaded  to  go 
into  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation  even  although  their  first  reaction 
is  one  of  complete  refusal  to  leave  their  home.  Their  persuasion  often 
involves  several  visits  to  them  and  the  cases  are  frequently  known  already 
to  me  as  those  who  have  been  regularly  attended  to  by  Domestic  Helps 
for  some  time  but  have  deteriorated  and  got  beyond  the  stage  where  a 
Domestic  Help  or  a  neighbourly  help  can  assist,  and  need  constant  care  or 
nursing  attention. 

M  ass  Radiography  Unit 

Doctor  R.  J.  Posner,  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Dudley  Mobile  Mass 
Radiography  Unit,  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  particulars  of  the  visit 
which  the  Unit  paid  to  the  Borough  in  December,  1958,  when  for  one  day 
it  was  stationed  at  Burnt  Tree  C.P.  School  and  for  two  days  at  Great 
Bridge  C.P.  School.  The  survey  also  extended  into  January,  1959,  but  the 
1959  figures  are  not  included  in  this  report. 

Sessions  were  also  held  fortnightly  throughout  the  year  in  the  annexe  of 
the  Municipal  Buildings,  Tipton,  for  cases  referred  by  General  Practitioners. 

The  survey  was  widely  advertised  by  public  notices  and  handbills  and 
5,150  individuals  were  X-rayed,  3,425  males  and  1,725  females. 

Out  of  this  total,  five  patients  were  recorded  as  in  need  of  close  chest 
clinic  supervision  or  treatment  and  three  as  in  need  of  occasional  super¬ 
vision  only.  In  only  one  case  were  tubercle  bacilli  found  in  the  sputum. 
This  gives  a  figure  of  0.9  per  1,000  requiring  treatment  or  close  clinic 
supervision,  which  compares  favourably  with  other  urban  districts  in  the 
West  Midlands. 

Also  out  of  the  total  of  5, 1 50  persons,  the  X-ray  examinations  revealed 
14  non-tuberculous  conditions  which  were  referred  to  hospital  or  clinic  for 
further  investigation  or  treatment.

The  number  of  new  houses  erected  in  the  borough  in  1958  shows  a 
reduction  from  the  year  previous  of  79  houses.  Admittedly  there  will  be 
fluctuation  in  the  number  built  from  year  to  year,  but  the  position  is  urgent. 
Official  representations  under  the  Housing  Acts  have  had  to  be  brought 
to  the  Housing  Committee  and  Demolition  or  Closing  Orders  asked  for 
in  view  of  the  dangerous  or  dilapidated  condition  of  some  houses.  This, 
of  course,  immediately  makes  a  waiting  list  of  such  houses  and  they  do  not 
improve  with  the  passage  of  time.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CH!EF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1958  and  in  respect  of  Cleansing 
and  Refuse  Disposal  for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1959. 

Housing  was  again  one  of  the  main  problems  of  the  Department  and 
during  the  year  132  individual  demolition  orders  were  made  on  unfit 
houses.  The  total  number  of  houses  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act 
since  the  re-commencement  of  slum  clearance  is  552.  The  number  of 
cases  of  overcrowding  relieved  totalled  58,  making  a  total  of  612  who  have 
been  found  accommodation  by  the  Council  during  the  last  eight  years. 

The  Rent  Act,  1957  has  created  much  additional  work  and  during  the 
year  under  review,  31  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received. 

Continued  progress  h^s  been  made  by  industry  in  implementing  the 
provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  and  a  commencement  on  smoke  controlled 
areas  will  be  made  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  amount  of  mieat  inspection  at  the  three  slaughter-houses  was  again 
substantially  increased  and  occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  the  In¬ 
spectors’  time.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  totalled 
107,507,  an  increase  of  21,503  over  the  previous  year. 

Improvements  to  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
continue  to  be  carried  out  and  co-operation  from  traders  in  implementing 
the  Regulations  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  ice  cream  samples 
taken  during  the  year  were  ^gain  excellent. 

The  net  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  showed  an 
increase  of  £1,728,  which  was  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the 
upkeep  and  maintenance  of  transport. 

Comments  on  other  branches  of  work  carried  out  are  given  in  later 
pages. 

In  conclusion,  1  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  his  support  and  the  whole  of  the  stafffor  their  able  and  active  co-operation.

Two  applications  were  received  fronn  factories  requesting  Temporary 
Exemption  under  Section  1  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  the  Council 
granted  a  certificate  for  six  months  in  one  case  and  in  the  other,  for  a 
period  of  1 2  months,  to  enable  the  firms  concerned  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
alterations  and  installation  of  plant  in  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Act. 

Five  applications  were  received  from  firms  for  the  installation  of  new 
furnaces  and  chimneys  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  Sections  3  and  10  res¬ 
pectively.  Three  of  the  applications  were  granted  without  alteration  and 
granted  in  the  other  two  cases  after  certain  proposals  had  been  agreed  to 
in  respect  of  the  height  of  the  chimney  stacks. 

In  all  new  buildings,  provision  for  the  installation  of  only  such  appliances 
for  heating  and  cooking  as  are  suitably  designed  for  burning  smokeless 
fuels,  were  enforced  in  compliance  with  the  Building  Byelaws  under  Section 
61,  Public  Health  Act  and  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

In  respect  of  domestic  smoke  pollution,  it  is  anticipated  that  a  start 
will  be  made  in  1959  on  the  first  smoke  controlled  area.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  winter  reading  is  double  the  summer 
sulphur  trioxide  reading  which  would  infer  that  the  domestic  sulphur 
nuisance  is  equal  to  that  produced  by  industry. 

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  after  infectious  disease  totalled  53. 

During  the  year  the  household  furniture  and  effects  of  54  families  from 
condemned  houses  were  disinfested  and  removed  to  Council  houses.

The  water  received  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  and  is  not 
liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analyses  of  48  samples  of 
water  were  made  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

SECTION  Vt.—INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Meat  Inspection 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  the  three 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  under  review  was  107,507 
as  against  86,004  during  1957,  an  increase  of  21,503. 

The  number  of  animals  affected  with  Tuberculosis  was  again  small  and 
the  number  of  pigs  affected  with  this  disease  declined  to  the  record  low 
figure  of  2.8  per  cent. 

The  percentage  of  the  number  of  animals  affected  with  diseases  other 
than  Tuberculosis  was  10.8  per  cent,  as  against  8.25  during  1957.  This  is 
mainly  accounted  for  by  the  number  of  animals  affected  with  parasitic 
diseases. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  was  approximately  99  tons,  as  against  83  tons  in  1957.  The 
condemned  meat  is  stained  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  instructions, 
collected  and  then  disposed  of  to  a  reputable  firm  manufacturing  fertilisers, 
etc.

The  whole  of  the  ice  cream  retailed  in  the  Borough  is  Pasteurised. 


During  the  year,  65  samples  of  ice  cream  manufactured  inside  and 
outside  the  Borough  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
the  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  results.

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SECTION  VM— PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  report  for  this  section  of  the  work  is  for  the  financial  year  April 
1 958  to  March  1 959. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse 

The  net  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  as 
shown  in  the  following  COST  STATEMENT  was  £27,546,  an  increase  of 
£1,728  over  the  previous  year.  This  extra  cost  was  principally  due  to  the 
maintenance  and  overhauling  of  the  refuse  vehicles. 

With  the  erection  of  multi-storey  flats  provided  with  special  refuse 
bulk  containers  of  1^  cubic  yards,  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  a  new  Container 
Bulk  Loader  Vehicle.  The  bulk  container  with  this  special  vehicle  achieves 
dustless  loading  and  except  for  the  manipulation  of  a  special  truck  to  take 
the  container  to  the  vehicle,  is  mechanically  handled  and  a  driver  and  one 
loader  can  carry  out  the  work.  It  is,  therefore,  eminently  suitable  for 
premises  such  as  flats  and  schools. 

The  transport  used  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  as  follows: 

1  S.&D.  “W”  Type  16/18  cu.  yd.  Container  Bulk  Loader. 

4  S.&D.  “W”  Type  16/18  cu.  yd.  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  Freighters. 

2  Austin  Lorries. 

I  Austin  covered  Lorry  (waste  paper  collection). 

The  collection  of  refuse,  with  the  exception  of  certain  bad  weather 
periods  in  winter,  was  satisfactory.  Unfortunately  the  number  of  days  lost 
through  absenteeism  on  account  of  sickness  was  far  in  excess  of  previous 
years  and  the  replacing  of  the  labour  force,  when  required,  with  suitable 
men,  was  extremely  difficult. 


Disposal 

The  disposal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  on  the  Gospel  Oak  Tip 
continues  to  be  by  means  of  controlled  tipping. 

The  gross  expenditure  incurred  was  £4,401  as  against  £4,269  during 
the  previous  year.  The  condition  of  the  tip  is  satisfactory  and  was  again 
free  from  major  nuisance. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  locate  and  acquire  a  further 
tipping  site  as  the  one  at  present  in  use  will  only  last  approximately  another 
3  to  4  years. 


Provision  of  Dustbins 

Dustbins  are  renewed  as  a  rate  charge  and  bins  supplied  to  newly 
erected  houses  charged  for.  The  total  number  of  bins  distributed  during 
the  year  totalled  1,054,  involving  an  expenditure  of  £1,524.  Owing  to  the 
increasing  bulk  of  house  refuse  now  occurring,  the  bin  size  has  been  in¬ 
creased  from  2j  to  3;|:  cubic  feet.
